We have requested you to give us at least two months time to study in detail the 
working paper I, II & III. The reasons for making such request as pointed out in the said 
previous letter remains the same which may be treated as our note of dissent. We may, 
therefore, reiterate those points as follows 

1) As Associate Members, we had no knowledge of the preparation of the 
working paper I, nor did we have any hand in the preparation of it. 

2) The said working paper I and tile manner in which it might have been 
prepared agitated the minds of the people in this state, As public 
representative, we cannot ignore this sentiment. 

3) The working paper til still have many instance which do not conform to 
the provision in section 9 (I) (a) of the Delimitation Act, 2002. 

4) In the past, when Assembly Constituencies were delimited in the case of 
Mizoram, preliminary works was left to local public representatives and 
their viewpoints were respected. In the present process of Delimitation, 
view points of the public representatives are totally ignored. 

5) There is a strong public opinion in this state that delimitation may be 
carried out on the basis of the census figure of the 2001 Census if relevant 
section of the law can be amended. 

6) The present process of delimitation for Mizoram coincides with the budget 
session 2003 of Mizoram, and we the Associate Members being the 
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Members of Mizoram Legislative Assembly do not have sufficient time to 
study the working papers in detail. 

We do hope the time requested here-in will be granted to us and action to be taken 
under section 9(2) may be waited upon till our viewpoints are duly considered by the 

commission.

In regard to the number of population as per census figure in 1991 the 
population of Lawngtlai Constituency is much more than that of Sangau Assembly 
Constituency. For the above mentioned it is better to maintain the existing boundaries of 
these two Constitu encies.
